Baian, together with more than 500 
prisoners and three machine guns, it 
is announced in the official statement. 
Southwest of this region the Rus­ 
sians are continuing to retire, as they 
also are doing in the vicinity of Kim- 
polung. 
The repulse of a Teutonic attack 
on the front opposite Kovel, in Vol- 
hynia, is reported. 
Several success­ 
ful scouting operations were carried 
out. The text of the statem ent reads: 
“ W estern front: On the Stokhod, 
in the region of the Kovel-Sarny rail­ 
way, a party of our scouts under com­ 
mand of Lieutenant Bukhanoff, afte r 
crossing a branch 
of 
the 
Stokhod 
where the w ater was neck-deep, cut 
the enem y’s wire entanglem ents and 
attacked aa 
A ustrian advance post 
bayonetting a portion 
and 
m aking 
prisoners of the remainder. 
“ In the direction of Kovel in the 
region of the villages of Velick and 
Kukhary, enemy infantry, seven com­ 
panies strong, launched an attack, but 
were repelled by the barrage of our 
artillery and driven back to their 
trenches. 
“On the River Zbrocz, in the region 
of Kudrincy, a party of our scouts, 
consisting of seven men in command 
of Sublieutenant Bemin, surprised an 
enemy outpost of thirty men. Several 
of them were bayonetted, two were 
made prisoner and the rest fled. 
“ Fast of Czernowitz, in the region 
of Baian, we raptured Doljck Wood. 
Our Khurg infantry regiment, as the 
result of the bold attack, took prisoner 
twenty officers and more than five 
hundred men and raptured three m a­ 
chine guns. 
‘Southwest of Baian the enemy oc­ 
cupied the villages of Molodia and 
Kotulhanski. 
West of the Screth the 
enemy, in an engagem ent, captured 
N eufratautz, on the Suchava River. 
“On the Rumanian front, in the di­ 
rection of Kirnpofung, our troops re­ 
tired eastw ard under enemy pressure. 
The enemy occupied Varna. 
“ In the region of Kotumsa-Hali, a 
party of our scouts, consisting of ten 
officers and one hundred men, made a 
successful raid on an enemy position, 
capturing three machine guns and 
bayonetting some scores of men. 
“ Aviation: In the region of Novok- 
helitz an enemy airplane was brought 
dow n by Aviator Kiselviteh. The ene­ 
my pilot was killed and the observer 
made prisoner.**
